a} Tight security controls exercised by the Russians at Schacksdorf, 
aa wall as in Finsterwelde, prevented source from approeshing the 
airvPiald. Local residents and alr fleld amployess, however, state 
that runways are in perfect condition, 50-60 Rata aircraft are based 
there, ani there 1s considerable training activity. 


6} fAnother field, formerly used for training German glider pilots , 
iu ocuunied bat not very active. it da iocated on the road from 
pobriiuek (405) to Finsterwalde. The ficid was under guard when 
abaerved by aource on 4 October. There were five treining planes, 
desevibed aa “donble-deckera", and two single-motor pursuit alreraft 
at the field, which containad tro qee-Tarse barracke buildings and 
one trailer carsBooument No. ae 
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f) Source reports hearing violent detonations during his stay in 
Finsterwalée. Thess usually occurred between 1800 and 1815 hours. 
Local inhabitants claim that explosives ars being tested at the 
KEnigsbruck training grounds and that the sound can bs heard within 


an sighty kllometer radius. 
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2e Hennersdorf (A05):% | 


a) A former Organization Todt camp now serves as a Soviet 
ammunition dump. This installation is south of the railroad line 
between Dobrilugk and Finsterwalde and west of the road from Henners~ 
dorf to Lugau (A05). It is surrounded by barbed wire and guarded 

by both goldiers and "policemen" accompanied by dogs. Most of the 
bomb damage suffered by the barracks has been repalred. 


bd) For thiase weeks preceding & November, German workers fom 
Henneradorf and other surrounding communities were drafted for work 
in this dump. The work consists of unleading ammunition from cars 
on the railroad sailding and piling it in larga storage roomae 


c) These workers agree, in varlonus statements meds to source, that 
the deliveries consist of 500 and 1,000 pound aircraft bombs with 
Russian markings. The bombs have not been given protective paint 
coatings, and welding seams are clearly visible.

a) A small amminition dump is located about 200 masters south of the 
railway station in a small wooded area. <A road passes through the 
woods dividing it into two sections. When observed by source, the 
northern section was empty; the southern section contained a number 
of aircraft bombs and a stack of cartridge cases. This area was 
fenced in and under guard. 4 


b) Local German civilizns told source that the amminition in the 
northern section was loaded on railroad cars four to six weeks 
eeariler and shipped westward. In source's opinion, the present 
supply at the dump is too small to be of any Importance.
